SUBJECT: TRW Pilot Crisis Management Interview Program 


_I found the interview comments one of the most interesting reports on 
warning that Ihave read. I have three suggestions, which may or may 
not be within the scope of the contract, 


l, The interviewers should prepare an analysis of how the inter- 
viewees' opinions -- especially the differences in their Opinions -- 
relate to their organizational roles, background, etc. In particular 
where there are differences in views the interviewer should attempt to 
point out the key variables upon which the differences are based (but 
not try to resolve the differences). 


2. While having comments assembled under various headings is 
valuable, it would also be useful to have the complete text of each 
individual's statement. 


3, The interviews are excellent catalogs of the shortcomings in 
warning as viewed from different individuals' perspective. In some 
future work it would be valuable to have these individuals describe the 
chain of events surrounding a particular crisis and how intelligence 
was used. This may reveal more subtle problems in warning.
